Judge Morrow's Decision. 


Judge Morrow's decision has undoubtedly caused disappoint- 


ment in Oakland. Local sentiment, dictated and colored by local 


self interest, wished for a different result. 
When hope 
and 


gelf interest combine to direct it, public opinion seldom stops to 
consider the law of the land or the law of probabilities. It looks 


to expediency alone, and views the public welfare from the stand- 
point of local advantage. 
As to the law governing the issues de- 


cided by Judge Morrow, we are not qualified to speak, but the tenor 


of the court's judgment is upheld by every law of probability. 


Let us face the facts fairly. The Southern Pacific and its as- 


signors have held possession of the water front for more than forty 
years. During that time the ablest and most learned lawyers on 
the Pacific Coast have labored to perfect the title by which the cor- 


poration holds it. From the beginning it has been the policy of the 
railroad to employ the most eminent members of the bar as counsel. 
It has always had its pick of lawyers in California, and S. W. San- 
derson, who was for many years the head of its law department, 


served as Chief Justice of California, and bore a high reputation in 
the Eastern States, as well as in California, as a jurist. With him 
and his successors were associated a long line of distinguished 
lawyers. These men examined the title to the Oakland water front 


from every point of view, and declared it to be valid. 


These 
lawyers presented to the Southern Pacific and its 


assignors a series of opinions staking their professional reputa- 
tion on the statement that the title was good 
in law. These 


opinions were not for the public, but for the magnates of the rail- 
road who did not desire to deceive themselves but to learn how they 
stood. The opinions alluded to were not arguments to persuade 


courts or influence public opinion, 
but were the private advice of 


counsel to clients who desired to satisfy themselves how far their 


title would stand the test of examination in the courts. 


Looked at candidly, would it not have been" remarkable if 


Judge Morrow had overruled all their collective wisdom? 


There is also the decision of the California Supreme Court in

It foreshadowed the Morrow decision; or at least, negatived 


the idea that the contention of the Western Pacific would be sus- 


tained 
Many years ago the late A. A. Cohen was employed to 


bring an action to recover the water front for the city, but it was 


dismissed, and Mr. Cohen made no secret of his private opinion 
that the railroad had made legally good its title. 


These facts are not conclusive, but they serve to show 
that 


Judge Morrow's decision was only what might have been expected. 
Unless it is compromised, the case is likely to be taken to 
the 


United States Supreme Court and there the title to the Oakland 
water front will be finally determined. It is a consummation de- 


voutly to be wished, but in the meantime it is foolish to deceive 


Dtirselves with the belief that Judge Morrow's decision was other 
than what was logically to be expected. We want the 
Western 


Pacific to get the deep water terminal facilities it desires in Oak- 
land, and hope to see its aim accomplished, but opinions unjustified 
by the facts of history and legal precedent, will not serve to promote 


these desires. 


Uncle Joe Cannon's threat that Republicans who vote against 


the joint Statehood program will not be permitted to get a smell 
at the pork barrel is an instructive commentary on the way party 
discipline is enforced in the House. It is not a question of right or 
wrong, but of pork. Mr. Cannon's idea of statesmanship is evident 
ly the Chicago packers' idea of business.

Still Playing With Cooked Figures. 


The Berkeley Gazette continues to carry this absurd legend, 


printed in black letter, at the head of its editorial column: 


"Alameda county is divided into five Supervisor 
Districts. 


The population of the county is approximately 147,000, as follows: 


Oakland 
". 
90,000 


Berkeley 
31,000 


AJameda 
18,000 


Country 
/ 8,000 


"One fifth of 146,000 is 29,200, hence Berkeley has more than 


enough people to be entitled to a district." 


The Gazette proposes that Berkeley shall have one Supervisor, j 


Oakland two, Alameda one and the territory outside the cities one.' 
Thus 90,000 people in Oakland are only to have as much represen- 
tation as 16,000 inhabitants of the rural districts. 
The 8000 in- 


habitants of the county outside the cities are to be allowed as much 
representation as 31,000 residents of Berkeley or 18,000 residents 
of Alameda. The Gazette would give 56,000 people three Super-, 
visors against the 90,000 inhabitants of Oakland. 


How absurd and unfair! 
In 1900 the section of the county j 


outside the cities contained 33,599 inhabitants—twice as many as 
Alameda contained and more than twice as many as Berkeley's total 
population at that time. If the rural population has remained sta- 
tionary during the last six ycai.s, Oakland contains considerably 
more than one-half the Inhabitants of Alameda county. Yet the 
Gazette argues that it would be fair to give the majority of the in- 
habitants a minority representation in the Board. It proposes that 
one'citizen in Alameda shall have as much power in the board as 
two countrymen or as three citizens of Oakland. 


At present no single Supervisor is elected from either Oakland, 


Berkeley or Alameda, and only one entirely in the country. Oak* 
land divides one Supervisor with Alameda and two with Berkeley. 
The country districts have one Supervisor and share another partly 
with Alameda. The Berkeley paper's argument proceeds on the un- 
tounded assumption that Supervisor districts are laid out with special 
reference to the incorporation lines of cities, and is based on manu- 
factured population statistics, so manifestly absurd as to be gro- 
tesque. Although there is not a single district wholly within this 
city, the Gazette insists that Oakland has three Supervisors. This 
assertion is based upon the fact that three of the Supervisors reside 
in Oakland, a fact which takes no account, however, of 
the 


geographical lines of Supervisor districts. 


' Oakland has more than three times the population of Berkeley, 


and if that city is entitled to a Supervisor all by itself Oakland is 
entitled to three. But the basis of representation is nearer 40,000 
than 29,200, as the Gazette states. Granting that the Gazette'? 
figures for Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda are correct, and allow- 
ing for no increase whatever in the country, the basis of representa- 
tion would be 38,000, or 7000 more than the gross population the 
Gazette claims for Berkeley. In 1900, Berkeley contained less than 
one-fourth the inhabitants of Oakland, the figures being 66,960 for 
Oakland against 13,214 for Berkeley. Taking the directory, the 
school census and the registration as true indications of the number 
of inhabitants Oakland contains three and a half times as many in- 
habitants as the University City. 


As examination discloses the character of the Gazette's figures, 


a statement of fact will show the absurdity of the clamor 
it 
is 


raising at this time. Neither of the Supervisors representing Berke- 
ley constituencies is to be voted for this year. Their terms will not 
expire for nearly three years. Therefore, the Gazette is barking at 
an empty hole—making a racket to prove that it is able to make a 
noise.

Annul Vitw Days of 


The President's Sound Views. 


It is a long time since we have seen so much sound common 


sense expressed in the same compass as is contained in the Presi- 
dent's address to the labor deputation headed by Samuel Gompers. 
Mr. Roosevelt not only hit out from the shoulder, as he usually 
does, but his talk literally had the bark on. He plainly told the 
labor representatives that they are playing into the hands of the 
capitalists and corporations by insisting that the Federal courts be 
deprived absolutely of the power to issue injunctions. By insisting 
on this unwise and impossible condition the labor organizations 
are aiding to defeat the bill to restrict the power to enjoin. 


The President clearly showed the folly of the demand for an 


eight hour day on the Panama canal. American workmen will not 
work for the wages paid at Panama and they could'not stand the 
climate if they would- In consequence, the canal will have to be 
dug with imported semi-servile labor inured to the tropics. These 
laborers work leisurely and cannot be induced to labor with any- 
thing like the energy displayed by American workmen in our 
climate. Moreover, they c£n be depended upon only to work from 
three to five days a week. An eight hour day for such laborers 
would be a manifest absurdity. It would enormously Increase the 
cost of the canal without conferring the slightest benefit on Ameri- 
can workmen or the cause of labor in general. 


In the matter of Chinese immigration, the President was equally 


incisive and clear. He stated his unalterable opposition to the ad- 
mission of Chinese laborers, skilled and unskilled, but 
expressed 


himself in favor of making it easier for merchants and students to 
land: assuring his hearers, however, that relaxation of regulations 
in this particular would not be permitted to further the ingress of 
the contraband class. He pointed out that there are fewer Chinese 
in the country today than there were ten years ago, fewer ten years 
ago than twenty years ago and fewer twenty years ago than thirty 
years ago. The Chinese population has steadily declined since the 
oassage of the first restrictive law°- 


OAKl/AND'S RAPID INDUSTRIAL GROWTH. 


Ground has just been broken at Melrose, one* of Oakland's 


suburbs, for a series of chemical plants which are to be erected there 
by the Oakland Chemical Company. These plants will occupy an 
eighty-acre tract and will involve an outlay of $250,000 and take 
two years to build and equip. The purpose of the works is to smelt 
the pyritic ores which exist in unlimited quantities in thq neigh- 
boring hills behind Mills College. They will be employed in the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid and other chemicals, for which a large 
demand exists on this coast which are now being imported _from 
the Eastern States and from abroad at great expense. The creation 
of these works will naturally have a tendency to cause other in- 
dustries which are dependent upon a cheap supply of chemicals to 
locate in the same neighborhood for economical reasons. 


During recent years important industries have been rapidly 


multiplying on the level land surrounding the inner harbor of Oak- 
land, where ten or twelve years ago there was nothing but 
un- 


reclaimed salt marshes and a network of sloughs. 
The deepening 


of the harbor facilitated the work of land 
reclamation, for 
the 


marshes constituted a natural dumping ground for the dredgings. 
When manufacturers once discovered the availability of the land 
thus reclaimed they began the installation of their plants there. 
Some started in a small way and their successful operation has re- 
sulted in their development into large establishments, doing a big 
and profitable business. Each new manufactory has, in its turn, 
created a field for some kindred industry, until now industrial plants 
are beginning to jostle one another throughout the district and 
land values are advancing all along the line in their vicinity, for 
the minor subordinate industries, tributary to the 
larger 
manu- 


factories or dependent upon their by-products, must have sites in 
the same neighborhood to insure economical operation. 
Oakland 


is thus becoming a great 
manufacturing center.—San Francisco

QHICAGO, March 2».—The prewmt 


year promises to be a remarkable one 
for railway construction. 
According 


to the Railway Age, there *n now 
under way 13,01« mllei of new r^ads, 
and what are termed "live projects" 
provide for the building of B.4S1 miles 
more, 


At the opening of 1805 the- record 


showed about 7500 miles of road under 
construction and about 6000 of this 
was completed during the year. It is 
stated that two-thirds of the entire 
mileage now under way is being built 
by thirty-eight companies—an aver- 
age of 231 miles per company. 
For 
several years the Southwest has beon 
the center of the greatest railway ac- 
tivity, but this year the center has 
chitted In part to the Northwest and 
the West. The large projects Include 
the St, Paul's 1500 mile Pacific Coast 
extension from Evarts, the Western 
Pacific of the Goulds, from Salt Lake 
to San Francisco, »I7 miles; the Den- 
ver, Northwestern & Pacific from Sul- 
phur Springs, Col., to Salt Lake, 470 
miles, and the various extensions of 
the Hill and Harrtman systems, the 
former with 714 mile* and the latter 
with 64« miles.

Judge riorrow's Decision Will Not 


Keep It Away From Deep 


Water of the Bay. 


(San Francisco Call, March 22.) 


Ever since the decision last Monday 


of Judse Morrow against the Western 
Pacific In Its effort to obtain a terminal 
north of the San Antonio estuary on the 
Oakland side there has been an Impres- 
sion throughout California that the Gould 
line was absolutely and forever blocked 
from reaching the deep waters of the 
bay. This Impression Is erroneous. 


In the first place, Judge Morrow's de- 


cision was upon what Is technically called 
a "preliminary" hearing. 
The Injunc- 


tion granted was "pendente lite." that 
Is to cay, during litigation. 
It merely 


decided that while the rights In question 
were being tried 
the 
Southern Pacific 


would not be detained by Its ri\at from 
building upon the 
disputed 
territory, 


while, on the other hand, the Western 
Pacific could not build. 


The main case, which is to decide 


permanently the controversy, has 
not 


yet been begun, and will not be begun 
for some time 
However, as It will com» 


up before the same Judge, and the law- 
yers of the two corporations at the pre- 
liminary hearing presented 
their casei 


fully and comprehensi% ely, th<re Is not 
much doubt that It will result, as did 
the preliminary hearing, In a victory for 
the Southern Paclflo 


APPEAL TO BE TAKEN. 


Meanwhile, 
however, 
the 
Western 


Pacific will appeal from Judge Morrow's 
decision upon this preliminary hearing 
It will have to bo argued and decided 
again before the Circuit Cou-t of Ap- 
peals, and after that it may even go to 
the United States Supreme Court. 


So that even legally the question Is far 


from decided. But even If it be event- 
ually settled along the lines of Judge 
Morrow's decision the Western 
Pacific 


will by no means be blocked from ter- 
minals upon the bay. That tha Western 
Pacific -will hav» its terminals on the bay 
Is an assured fact. Where they will be 
Is the only question. 


OWN TIDE LANDS. 


Judge Morrow's decision held merely 


that the Southern Pacific owned the tide 
lines lying between the north wall of the 
San Antonio estuary and the Oakland 
mole, and had from them a light of ac- 
cess to deep water, which ttoe Western 
Pacific could not Infringe upon by hav- 
ing Its terminal there 


It was upon a part of this territory 


that the Western Pacific had planned to 
have 
Its terminal. 
If Judge Morrow'i 


decision Is sustained It cannot have It 
there. But there Is a great fiial of shore 
line north and south of this 
through 


which It can come. And thero 
1* 
no 


doubt that the Gould engineers and law- 
> ers have long ago prepared for any such 
contingency and have plans for terminals 
at other places If the courts bar them 
from the more desirable outlet alone the 
San Antonio Creek Jetty. 


NEW ROAD NOT BLOCKED. 


Even If such an outlet could not be 


found the Western Pacific would not be 
blocked from a terminal 
It now owns 


a big tract of land In Oakland juit east 
of the Southern Pacific's Pcralta-street 
lands, having a frontage of several thous- 
and feet upon the San Antonio estuary 
At the worst the 
terminal 
could be 


there 
The only disadvantage would be 


the Increased length of the trip across 
the bay and the lack of sufficiently deep 
water for ocean steamships.

Meanwhile, however, the Western Pa- 


cific Is determined to carry on the fight 
for the more desirable outlet along the 
Jetty of the estuary.
